"On Monday the British captured 


the heights of Arras, known aa Or- 
ange Hill, and on Tuesday continued 
along the Arras-Cambral road to a 
depth of five miles. This advance of 
the British overruns the so called 
Hindenburg line a distance of one 
mile on a front of three miles." 


Late reports tell of "uncounted" 


guns captured and streams of prison- 
ers headed toward the allies' rear. 


Reliable figures are now available 


as to the drain on Germany's man 
power, caused by the steady allied of- 
fensive since the tide was turned at 
the Marne on July 18. Up to July 31 
Hindenburg used up 73 divisions on 
the Marne front Three of these were 
used twice. 
Sixty-six divisions were used twice 


in the German offensives 
on the 


Somme, Lys, Aisne and Oise rivers, 
and in the Champagne this year. It 
is estimated that Hiudenburg has to- 
day only 11 fresh divisions. 


The enemy's principal losses this 


year have consisted of uonreplacable 
troops—"Stos&truppen" (shock troops) 
machine gunners, field artillery men 
and pioneers, who compose the finest

There would not be 
any trouble about getting somebody 
to stay awake and take care of the 
banks, for a great many people have 
entirely too much money already and 
a great many more would not take 
chances of losing -what they had even 
for $20,000,000. 


There is just one serious drawback 


to the scheme, and that may make it 
impossible. What are we going to do 
about the cost of living? Two hun- 
dred and fifty years is a long time 
and the cost of living would grow so 
much in that time that 
$19,000,000 


would look like 19 cents instead of 
like a thousand dollars. And no pow- 
er on earth can ever put the cost of 
living to Bleep.—New York Times.
